Assembly member calls for councils to stop contributions to Lee Valley 

ROW STIRS OVER 
PARK’S FUNDING 


OFFICIALS at the Lee Valley Regional Park 
have hit back at suggestions from a London 
Assembly member that its funding be cut. 

All councils across London contribute a com¬ 
bined £8.9million to help run the vast park, 
which covers 26 miles across east London, 
Essex and Hertfordshire. 

However, Conservative Richard Tracey, who 
represents Merton and Wandsworth on the 
Greater London Authority, describes this as a 
‘tax’ on the councils and called for the park to 
‘stand on its own two feet’. 

In his report ‘London’s Hidden Charge: 
Ending the Lee Valley Tax’, Mr Tracey said: 
“Borough councils took over its funding when 
the GLC was abolished in 1986, but this has 
become an anachronism with bizarre financial 
consequences for boroughs. 

“For example the park had 376,749 visitors 
from Waltham Forest in 2011/12 and the coun¬ 
cil contributed £224,309, making for an average 
cost to the borough per visitor of 60 pence. 

“Compare this to Merton and Wandsworth, 
which had an average cost per visitor of around 
£19.80. Merton had only 11,139 visitors but 
paid £220,206, and Wandsworth had 18,944 
visitors and paid £375,162. 

“And in Hounslow, the average visitor cost 
was as high as £39.45. 

“Clearly this is an inequitable situation that 
cannot stand. The arrangement siphons off 
funds from boroughs where they could be spent 
locally and council taxpayers could reap the 
benefit.” 

Mr Tracey, who was an Environment Minister 
under Margaret Thatcher during his 14 years as 


an MP for Surbiton, called on the park to raise 
more money from visitors, make better use of 
its facilities and on government to change the 
law and end the funding. 

However, chairman of the Lee Valley 
Regional Park Authority, Derrick Ashley, 
described Mr Tracey as ‘naive’ and said the tax¬ 
payer is already getting a better deal. 

“He is naive to suggest that any service like 
this can be self-funding,” Mr Ashley said. “As 
local authorities up and down the country know, 
running parks, and sports and leisure venues 
cannot be done without some level of subsidy. 

“We have already brought this subsidy down. 
In the last five years we have cut from 70 per 
cent to 50 per cent the proportion of the funding 
we receive from the taxpayer. 

“We are determined to bring this down further 
and generate more income ourselves. 

“It is my job as chairman to deliver on the 
Authority’s statutory remit and its promise on 
nature, sport, leisure and recreation up and 
down the 26 mile long Lee Valley Regional Park 
for the lowest cost - currently around £1 per 
person per year.” 

Mr Ashley highlighted the opening of the Lee 
Valley White Water Centre at Broxboume as 
one new attraction available to the public, with 
the Velopark and Hockey and Tennis Centre - 
also legacies from the Olympics - also coming. 

“Our focus is getting on with the job of run¬ 
ning an increasingly popular park. If individuals 
have ideas of ways to change the funding mech¬ 
anism then that will need to be agreed with the 
local authorities and then pursued through the 
parliamentary process,” Mr Ashley added.

Council sets up new firm to help people into housing 


BARKING & Dagenham Council has set up a 
new company to help working people find it 
easier to get an affordable place to live. 

Barking and Dagenham Reside will allocate 
477 new homes being built across two sites in 
Barking - Eastern End of Thames View, and 
William Street Quarter. It will also manage and 
maintain the homes. 

The company will be owned by the council, 
but will be run as a separate entity. The homes 
will be owned by the private developer, which is 
funding the development. They will be trans¬ 
ferred to full council ownership after 60 years. 

The homes will be rented out at 50 per cent, 
65 per cent and 80 per cent of market rents. For 
example, that means that if a property has a 
market rate rent of £800 per month the rent will 


be £400, £520 and £640 respectively. 

Three quarters of the properties will be let out 
at the 80 per cent market rate, a small number 
at 65 per cent, and one fifth at 50 per cent. 

The 50 per cent homes will be allocated to 
people on the housing waiting list through the 
Choice Homes website, along the same lines as 
council housing. The 65 per cent and 80 per 
cent rents will only be allocated to working 
people who can prove they are in employment. 

First priority will be given to employed coun¬ 
cil tenants, or housing association tenants, liv¬ 
ing in the borough. Next priority will go to 
employed people on the housing waiting list, 
followed by employed residents of the borough. 

People who have lived in Barking and 
Dagenham for five years will get priority. 


Councillor Phil Waker, the council’s cabinet 
member for housing, said: “I regularly meet 
working people in the borough who are caught 
in a trap where they can’t afford to buy a home, 
but don’t qualify for council housing. 
Inevitably, they end up in private rented accom¬ 
modation which can be extremely expensive 
which traps them further because they are 
unable to save for a deposit due to the high rent. 

“They are the forgotten victims of Britain’s 
housing crisis, and through Barking and 
Dagenham Reside, we want to offer them new 
hope.” 

Mr Waker said that similar options will be 
available on other council new-builds such as 
the Leys and Goresbrook Village estates 
renewals.
